Revival of the Cm-few. 


'. In many of the smaller towns in Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, and other Northwestern 
States ordinances have been adopted which 
provide for the tapping of the town fire-bells 
at 9 o'cbck every night and forbid boys and 
girls under sixteen to remain, on the s. 'cut 
after timt hour wiihout aduU escorts. The 
welfaieof the cbildicn and the peace and 
order of the communities aie believed to 
demand this revival of the medieval custom. 
A number of newspapers criticize the ordi- 
nances as inconsonant witb American civili- 
zation and freedom, but they have a'so found 
many defenders. Thus The Chicago Journal 
says ; "Tlie desire of .preventing children 
from running on the streets when they 
should be in bed has taken the shape of a 
general movement toward the passage and 
eufoi cement of what ave termed ourfcw 
ordinances. There can be no doubt that 
the idea is an excellent one, and deseives 
lo spiead and grow. The medieval 'cover- 
fire' bell which protected William the Con- 
queror's subjects from midnight conflagra- 
tions and from marauders in the un'ighted 
streets is still capable of wise use in the era 
of fire departments and electric lights. To 
teach childreu ordcily and regular habits 
and to keep them away from the bad associa- 
tions of the streets after dari is a worthy 
object for an ordinance. It is a pity the 
idea is not practicable for the largo cities." 
The Builington Hawkeye, speaking of the 
larger cities in winch primitive measures 
are impracticable, says: "If not the curfew, 
then some other means should be provided 
to prevent tlie children 
of thoughtless 


parents to roam about tlie streets, bent on 
mischief, when they ought to be at home.

crimes with which Holmes is charge have 
brought this case to the attention of people 
of Texas, Missomi, Illinois, Indiana, New 
York Stale, Massachusetts, Vermont and 
Canada in each cf which the man who is now 
solving a sentence imposed for conspiracy 
to defraud an insurance company has ut 
some time in his marvelous career figured. 


It has evidently been a hobby of Holmes 


that he would undertake lo defend himself 
if he should be tried for murder. This is 
probably the reason that he has not em- 
ployed some able lawyer instead of the 
young aud rather inexperienced men whom 
he retained. 
Holmes has only given up tho 


conduct of tlie case because lie could not 
stand the physical and mental strain and 
one factor which forced him to this was tho 
determination of the District Attorney to 
hold night sessions of the court.

that demoralizing influence which today 
is tho hiaviast burden whioh • tho pauper 
class has to bear. Tho sublimost attribute 
of tho ono and only God, "beside whom 
thero is none," Is that of holiness, and to 
bo a follower of God meant to practice 
holiness, purity In thought and action. 
All tho laws orcliiincd, as wo find them in 
tho written and tho oral law's of the Jews, 
had no other purpose nnd were distinctly 
enjoined for. tho purpose of training man 
to a life of moral purity and correct con- 
duct, 1*1 i-ci.'.liy to look upon every man as 
a brolho .

tions, shall be entitled to Vote at all elec- 
tions: 


a. Ho ehall have been a citizen ot the 


United States at least one month. 


b. He shall have resided in the state ono 


year (or if having previously been a quali- 
fied elector or native born citizen of tho 
state he shall have removed therefrom and 
returned, then six mouths), immediately 
preceding the election. 


e. He shall hnv° resided in the election 


district where he shall offer to vote at least 
two months immediately preceding the 
election. A minor becomes of age on tho 
day prior to tho twenty-first anniversary 
of his birth. 


d. If twenty-two years of age, or up- 


wards, he shall have paid, within two 
years, a state or county tax, which shall 
have been assessed at least two months 
and paid at least one month before the 
election. 


e. If the name of a voter is not upon the 


registry list, he cannot vote unless he 
make proof of his right to vote, as hereto- 
fore rocralrod by law. 


f. The law relating to right of challenge 


and proof of right to vote remains as here- 
tofore. Challenge should be made beforo 


ballot, but may bo made at any time be- 
foro he casts it. 


g. Naturalization certificates issued by 


tho courts must b» produced to the board, 
arid are conclusive if genuine. 


MANNER OP VOTING.

visors authorized by tho laws of tho United 
States, or overseers appointed by the courts 
of thii commonweal th,not more than FOUB 
voters in uxurss of the number of voting 
shelves or oompiirtinjnU shall be allowed 
inside of the Incloaud space at one time., 
and uot moro than TKN outside that space.

AN OBJECT LESSON. 


InoreEMe ID (he Protected Gorman, Iron 


Trade — Decreane Iu England's Output* 
Attention has recently been called to the 


growing competition of the Germans with 
the English in the neutral iron markets of 
tho world. Figures are presented which 
show that in 1880 Great Britain produced 
7,749,000 tons of pig iron and Germany

output was only 7,200,000, while that of 
tho Kaiserland was no less than 5,383,000 
tons. In other words, in the short period 
of fourteen years Germany hod nearly 
doubled its iron productive power, while 
England's had fallen off over half a million 
tons. But this was not the worst faotoy 
of the situation from a British standpoint. 
In 18SO Germany exported only '1,301,000, 
tons of pig iron, but in 1894 the exports 
had become 2,008,000 tons, while during 
this period English exports had fallen 
from 
2,883,000. fqns. tP » ponsidarobly 


smaller figure. In short, Germany hiu 
been seizing the trade of England. 


The free traders are trying to rnntre 


into their work. The undoubted truth, 
however, is that the Germans enjoy the 
benefits of a strong protective tariff system, 
while the iron men of Groat Britain have 
been left to tho tender mercies of any and 
every competitor through the operation of 
their free trade laws. The lesson is on im- 
portant one for everybody interested in 
American prosperity.

theties

PLAYINU CARDS. 


The figures They Bear and What They 


Aro Supposed to Beprasent. 


There aro but few persons, even among 


the historians, antiquarians and students 
in general, who have tho least idea of tho 
Blgiiiflcuncoof tho figures on playing cards. 
Tn very onrly times tho four suits repre- 
sented the four principal trades followed 
by tho people and tho figures on the cards 
were supposed to bo symbolic of tho same. 
Tho heart was the symbol of the chairmen, 
or ecclesiastics, and in all early packs, be- 
sides thefiguro of the heart, each card also 
bore a rude picture of a monk's cowl or of 
his cloak and crooked staff. 


Some authorities say that tho cut of the 


early monkish clo.Ji wus in tho form of a 
heart, and that the figure used today is 
but a representation or picture of that por- 
tion oi the nld prelate's waiirlng apparel. 
JllUo *lB«orf^JJ^».«f.«JJ«« tUra^ro, «r»ml<b™»r!rH 
and was originally the trademark ol the 
soldiery, typifying the nobility of that 
very important branch of ancient "indus- 
try." Tho artisans in general wore repre- 
sented by either a Mason's arch or by a 
diamond shaped roofing tiie. Tho former, 
being somewhat unhandy to properly fig- 
ure, gradually gave way to tho tile, which 
is still used and called u "diamond," be- 
cause of its shape. 
Tho farmers, or great 


class of agricultural laborers, wore given 
their symbol, which was originally a wheat 
head, or siieaf of wheat bound up with the 
cormno'i straw band. As clover gradually 
bociuno the chief forage grass of the agri- 
culturists, they adopted a single loaf of 
that plant as their card symbol. A figure 
of this useful species of trefoil is still used 
and is called a "club," but why no one 
knows. 


Tho four kings woro originally David, 


Alexander, CsEsar and Charlemagne, rep- 
resenting tho four greatest monarchies. 
Autiionties differ as to the queens, but the 
preponderance of the evidence is in favor 
of tho opinion that they are Argine, .Tu- 
dith, Esther and Pallas. 
Tho knaves, or 


"jacks," aro supposed to be rude carica- 
tures of ancient assassins, or general all 
around YUhiinst whoso pnmaq |iavo boon 
lost in tho many centuries tnat cards bavo 
been used in games of chance and amuse- 
ment.—St. Louis Republic.

of every 4,01)0 in tho United Stales could 
now arise and correctly answer tho ques- 
tion, "What is a manatee?" 
Whenever 


you montion tho name of tho creature to 
any one save a student of quadrupeds, of 
a surety you will have that question to an- 
swer forthwith. 


Tho nuuinUo is an animal that lives ex- 


clusively in the water, and while it Is 
shaped somewhat like a seal it is very far 
from being one. I mention the Real bv way 
of comparison solely because it is tlio only 
quadruped v* hk;h can bo used. Tho heavy, 
bagliko body, slioi't nock, blunt, noso and 
round head of our harbor sen! do indeed 
suggest tlio lorm of the luancttoo, but there

seal, the body of tho manatee torminates 
in a vory broad and very flat tail, which 
forms an admivablo propeller. Its front 
limbs are simply big, tl i.t iA.tldles, by no 
means FO shapely aud uricCul as tlio front 
flippers of a sea lion. !!• has no hair — or, 
at least, none to b^eak nf — -a smooth, but 
very thick and tough sbin, small, weak 
eyes and a blunt noso. Instead of having 
teeth like a seal and feeding on fish, it bus. 
only a set of rathor weak molars and lives 
solely on aquatic plants, 


It lives in tho mouths and lower reaches 


of rivers that ilow into tho sea In tropical 
latitudes, and while it does not, object to 
salt water it is most at home in water 
that is either brackish or else quite fresh, 
and tho latter is preferred because of its 
aquatic vegetation. 
Unlike tho seal, it is 


quite unable to come out on land. 


I am glad to bo able to say that even to- 


day this remarkable animal is an inhab- 
itant of ono portion of our strangely diver- 
sified XTnitocl States. 


For some particular reason, probably 


tho abundance of good food combined with 
a good depth of water, a number of mana- 
tees havo chQ=on to jnhablt tho St, Lucio 
river, Jiroyartj oounty, Flo., which flows 
into Indian, rivar, 18 milua abovo Jupiter 
Elet. 
Their presence there has been well 


known for SO yours or so; but, fortunately 
for thorn, they possess neither tho checker- 
ed leather hide of the sad eyed alligator, 
the spun glass plumes of tho unhappy 
aigrct or the delicious flesh of tho wild tur- 
key, and so as yet they havo not been en- 
tirely exterminated,
